Opinion That Cattle are not Likely to 
Become Infected by Feeding.. 


In an opinion given to an inquiring 
veterinary surgeon, Dr. J. P. Sirnonds, 
of the bacteriological laboratory of 
j the Gate board of health, has given it 
las his view that cattle feeding in a 
¡pasture where other cattle are infec­ 
ted with rabies tire not Ukly to become 
¡infected merely by feeding over the

j not live long in sunlight, or where

A number of small rail contracts hav e 
been placed in the central west, aggregat­ 
ing about 13,000 tons. 


W ith the distribution of the H arrim an 
•order for rolling stock, contracts for cars 
hav e been placed, since the first of May, 
calling for 23,000 cars, which will ev entu­ 
ally make a dem and upon the mills for 
225,000 tons of steel plates and shapes. 


M arine work in the east has been en-

Millions of Dollars’ W orth of Skins Sold 
There Each Year. 
Millions of dollars worth of precious 
furw are brought down each spring from 
the far north, and agents' in W innipeg 
i representing the 
great 
fur dealers of 
j the world bid upon the packs offered. 
D uring 1909 it is estimated that furs 
to the v alue of $12,000,000 were shipped 
from the western prov inces to the U nit­ 
ed 
States and 
England. 
W hen it is 
considered that this represents the whole­ 
sale v alue of the raw furs it shows in 
some measure their 
enormous 
v alue 
when manufactured. 
Haw furs enter the United States free 
of duty, and all the consignments are 
made each year to New York. 
Many 
of these are made into furs for use in 
the United States, although the large 
majority go to London, where at tlie 
great annual fur sale the prices for the 
year are made. 
T he reason why these furs go to New 
York 
instead of t<> 
London direct 
is 
that there is a dealer in 
New 
York 
who takes large consignments of 
all 
kinds of furs and adv ances to the ship­ 
per 60 per cent, of their v alue based on 
the last London sales. 
W hen the price is established and the 
sales finally m ade the broker 
returns 
to the shipper the full v alue of the furs 
as indicated by the London sales, less 
his commission. 
This system prov ides 
the small shipper with current funds. 
T he northern parts of Manitoba. Sas­ 
katchew an and A lberta are great hunting 
grounds, and the further north the tra p­ 
per goes away from 
civ ilization 
the 
greater his returns. 
Through the Peace 
Riv er v alley, which a few years ago 
furnished a line quality of furs, there are 
great harv est fields, and the trapper has 
trekked further north into the Mackenzie 
and K eew atin countries, trapping from 
G reat Slav e lake through 
connecting 
lakes to G reat B ear lake and as far 
north as Coronation gulf, whose most 
southerly point begins at the Arctic cir­ 
cle. 
T he present season, according to F u r 
News, 
has 
not 
been 
a good one for 
trappers. 
The deep snow has m ade it 
difficult to operate in the woods, and 
the remarkably 
mild 
w inter has a ;« o 
been a factor. 
T he shippers say the best 
fur comes in early spring, shipments a r­ 
riv ing from about the middle of F ebru­ 
ary up to the latter part <>f March. 
It is not unusual for a team of dogs 
pulling a huge sleigh stacked with furs 
to be driv en all the way from H udson 
bay to Winnipeg. 
W hile there is such 
an acute demand for furs, the dealers 
are especially anxious, 
and the prices 
obtained this season hav e been beyond 
anything ev er known in the fur m arket 
of western Canada.

Few plants in the world hav e been so 
wonderfully changed and improv ed as 
hav e the tuberous begonias. 
Today they 
stand as the most marv ellous and satis­ 
factory of alm ost ail the tiower world 
for m any purposes. 
H ardly any two v a- 
risties are alike either in leaf or blossom. 
A bed of tuberous begonias is the near­ 
est tha t one can get in our clim ate to an 
orchid garden. 
Though they belong to a 
different class entirely, they produce the 
same strange, bizarre, beautiful and fan­ 
tastic effect, and they cost v ery little. 
Bulbs of the best v arieties cost from 12 
to 20 cents each. 
They may be started indoors any time 
from now on and be put out in May. 
Pot singly in small pots of leaf-mould, 
setting the tuber lev el with the surface 
of the earth, but shaping the soil away 
from it tow ard the edge of the pot that 
w ater may not settle around it.

There has been no end of speculation 
as to the age of old mother earth in the 
centuries that hav e gone to shadowland,

would be a h o a r y old uge indeed. It can­ 
not be denied, howev er, that it is ail in 
great measure mere speculation. 
Prof. 
W illiam 
Morris Dav is, a distinguished 
member of the scientific faculty at H a r ­ 
v ard, is 
one of those inclined to 
fix 
rather definitely the age of the earth. 
In the course of a lecture at Cambridge, 
Mass., not so many months ago he said: 
“ We are m>w able to tell almost exactly 
the ago of this earth. 
It has existed 
60,000.000 and not 100,000,000 years, as 
some of 
the 
scientists would hav e 
us 
believ e. 
W e are able to tell this 
by 
examination of the cliffs in Arizona and 
Utuh, 
where 
the 
time 
taken 
to 
lay 
down deposits can be easily computed. 
The G rand Canyon of the Colorado is 
another excellent place for these esti­ 
mates. 
The time taken for the riv er to 
cut the canyon, multiplied by the figure 
representing the ratio of the age of the 
canyon to the country about it, giv es 
the age of the earth almost accurately. 
A fa r way of estimating its age is by 
o n j comparing the underground tem peratures 
April 20, it passed through that point, ! of today w ith those of years ago, and 
w as 115,000,000 miles from the earth; | comparing the condition of the sun ’s

today and years ago.”

Bed out, when ail danger of frost is 
past, in partial shade. 
In England it is 
claimed tha t they will stand the hottest 
sun, but the atm osphere of England is 
v ery different from our dry air, and the 
tuberous begonia does better with us if 
shaded. 
W here there is no natural shade 
an aw ning of cotton cloth during the hot­ 
test part of the day answ ers the purpose. 
W inter and spring hav e m any skirmish­ 
es 
for control and 
throughout March 
and April a s well a« early May, those 
who possess thin blood were forced to 
shunt 
back and forth between spring 
clothes and winter w raps with annoying 
rapidity. 
For some reason M ay 10 has been set 
as the date for the real spring opening. 
T he soil at tins time is generally warm 
and the possibility of a hard frost after 
this date is slight, although frost does 
come occasionally in the last week in 
May. 
This is rare, howev er, and the few* ten­ 
der plants tha t are abov e ground cun be 
easily protected. 
If at sunset the w eather grows colder 
to a m arked degree, while a t the same 
time the sky is clear and the wind is 
l.ght and falling or the air is still al­ 
together, then 
the chances of a 
frost 
are m arked: and discretion teaches us to 
guard against loss. 
W ays and m eans to do this are at 
hand in ev ery household. 
T he newspa­ 
per of the present day furnishes splendid 
material to cov er a good-sized plot of 
land and protect it« plants from harm. 
Ju st throw a sheet of the paper ov er the 
plants and fasten down each of the four 
corners with clothes pins. 
For small indiv idual plants, uptilted 
flower pots or boxes of pasteboard or 
wood are fine protection. 
Thu« jo u r plants, 
either flowers or 
v egetables, are safe at small expenditure 
o f time or labor, and the big gaiu made 
by early planting w arran ts the trifling 
effort which so seldom is a necessity. 
A week gained in the splendid grow­ 
ing weather of early May is productiv e 
of two or three week« ’ gain in time of 
m aturity. 
Therefore plant your seeds of flowers 
and v egetables and gain ev ery day pos­ 
sible. 
If the ground has been dug up 
and mellowed, it will be w arm and wri!l 
not injure delicate w eds or check their 
germ inating powers. 
If the soil has not 
been turned ov er or worked a t all. and 
the w eather is cool, the ground may « till 
hold a hint of w inter’s chill below the 
surface and should be opened 
to the 
w arm rays of the sun and the planting 
delayed a day or two. 
So do not delay planting and by at- 
to dodge 
frost. 
rush 
into 
and a long spell of hot, dry 
which will check germination 
the few' delicate shoots that do 


tempting 
drought 
w eather, 
and dry 
appear.

P u t the steam ed a r ­ 
ticles through it; then rinse them twice. 
H ang urticles in the sun to dry. 
The 
continued use of Hour starch 
will, in 
time, 
giv e a yellow cast to clothing. 
Lingerie should be starched w ith boiled 
lump starch. 
P u t rollers under your kitchen table 
if you want to sav e yourself steps and 
time. 
You can then roll the table near 
the sink when you are washing dishes; 
into the pantry when you are mixing 
bread and w an t to be near the flour 
supply; or in front of the china closet 
w hen you nre giv ing it the weekly clean­ 
ing and w ant a place for the contents 
of the shelv es while you clean them. 
A roller table is surprisingly conv enient 
in the kitchen and all that is necessary 
is to put rollers on the table you already 
hav e. 
An easy w ay to clean bed springs is 
to take an ordinary dish mop and moist­ 
en it with kerosene. 
This will remov e 
all the dust and dirt from the meshes 
and coils far more effectiv ely than can 
be done with a cloth or rag. 
F u rn itu re needs to be washed before 
it is polished. 
Add 
a teaspoonful of 
baking soda to a half gallon of luke­ 
w arm water, w ash with a soft rag and 
dry with a cleun one, then apply the 
polish. 
Before putting the winter clothes aw ay 
brush all the dust out of them,

gasoline. 
H an g on a line until 
well 
aired, then w rap in a newspaper, ¡last­ 
ing the ends of the paper together. 
In­ 
stead of tobacco or moth balls make 
bags of cambric or muslin into which 
are put around 
clov es and 
caraw ay 
seed and crushed dry lav ender flowers 
and place among the clothing you pack 
away. 
It will be safe from m oths and 
hav e an agreeable odor. 
If you fear 
moths in chests or draw ers or in rugs 
or carpets satu rate a cloth with 
tu r­ 
pentine and wipe the draw ers well, es­ 
pecially in the corners, and go ov er the 
floor where the rugs and carpets are 
laid, also wipe along the edges of the 
rugs or* the under side, or go ov er the 
entire surface if need be. 
T he table can alw ays be inv iting and 
dainty if the d:« hes are garnished with 
a sprig of green.

Life May be Considerably 
Prolonged. 


J. 
M. Gilbert, 
a high authority on 
caoutchouc, in a recent interv iew, gav e 
some inv aluable rules for the care of a u ­ 
tomobile tires, which, if followed, would 
lessen tire expense, the cry of the m otor­ 
car owner. Mr. G ilbert said: 
“ K eep your tires well inflated. Y our 
tires should stand round under the load; 
the larger the tire the better; thereby 
you will obtain more serv ice, be bothered 
w ith few er punctures and blow-outs, es­ 
pecially in a good tire, will be rare. 
“ C uts of any considerable 
size 
an d 
punctures should be v ulcanized so as to 
keep dam pness or dirt from the fabric, 
as sam e is liable to rot and cause blow­ 
outs. 
“Occasionally test the v alv e stem of 
your inner tube, as your tire m ay run 
partially flat for some distance, causing 
an injury to the fabric. 
“ K» *ep your tir» *s aw ay from heat, oil 
or any greasy substance, as they cause 
the rubber to deteriorate. 
“ P a y attention 
to your wheels and 
axles, and see tha t your tires are not 
forced to run untrue, as this is v ery 
harm ful. 
“ H a v e a good place to carry any extra 
inner tubes, so as to keep them clear of 
any oil or greases. 
Do not keep them in 
your tool box. 
" I f your car is equipped with four 
wheels of like size, it is a good ¡dan to 
change the tires around occasionally— 
that is, if one side of a tire is much 
worn, turn it around. 
“ If your tir» *s are apparently in good 
shape, don’t be afra id to pump them up 
hard, as they will not burst. 
“ D on’t throw your brake on hard w ith 
your machine going at ev en m oderate 
sp» 't*d. r.s an unnecessary strain is put on 
tlie tires. 
"B ew are of ear tracks and av oid ru n ­ 
ning ov er obstructions when not neces­ 
sary. 
“ K eep your v alv e stem and stay bolt 
nuts tight and tires pumped up in order 
that w a te r cannot get into the tires. 
"N ev er run on a flat tire, as casing nnd 
tube will be easily dam aged to such an 
extent tha t fu rther use is out of the 
question. 
“ Kirn cutting is caused by tires not 
fitting perfectly, by sharp nr rusty edges 
on the rim, or by running tin*« partly de- 
flated. 
“ Do not take corners fast, as by so 
doing tires are subjected to much strain. 
“ Do* not use chains on your tires, ex­ 
cept as absolutely necessary, as they 
loosen 
your 
treads, and do 
a 
great 
am ount of harm to your tir» >s. F u rthe r­ 
more tire m anufacturers do not guarantee 
tir» *s on which chains hav e been used. 
“ U se dem ountable rims and by so do­ 
ing carry your « -xtra tir» -s ready Hated 
on spare rims—when trouble occurs the 
damaged tire lias only to be remov ed and 
replac» *d with the extra, which is ready 
Mated. 
T he change can be made in*al­ 
most no time and it is so mechanically 
perfected tha t it can be operated by any 
ont*. 
the only arduous labor being in 
jacking up the onr. 
Any style clincher 
tire can be use» l on these rims.

iug w ithin the cage of which the gov er­ 
nor of the Tower and only one other per­ 
son possess a key. 
T n e T ow er is now undergoing repairs 
with a v iew to m aking it more secure 
than ev er before as a safe place for these 
v aluable jewels, and meanwhile they hav e 
been sent to some other place of safety. 
Some persons say they hav e gone to the 
Bank of E ngland, 
but otli» *rs declare 
that they hav e nev er left the precinct» 
of the T ow er at all, for there are secret 
strong rooms in the foundations of the 
edifice to which only the gov ernor haw 
access, and these would be the natural 
hiding place for crown jewels. 
F o r nearly sev en centuries the jewels 
hav e been guarded in the Tow er of Ix» n- 
don.

W ashington, June 25.—Thom as P. 
Gore the blind senator from Ok laho­ 
ma, startled the senate late yester­ 
day afternoon by declaring that $25,- 
000, with the suggestion of an increase 
to $50,000, had been offered him in an 
effort to get his assistance in k illing 
a bill pending before congress affect­ 
ing contracts between certain a ttor­ 
neys in Ok lahom a and the Choctaw 
and Chick ashaw Indians. He said that 
m ore than 
$3.000,000 in 
legal 
fees 
w ere involved in these contracts and 
that this am ount would be lost to the 
attorneys if the legislation which he 
was fathering was passed. 
The senate was deeply stirred and 
Gore added to the sensation a minute 
later hv declaring that the m an who 
attem pted to bribe him had said that 
a United States senator and a repre- 
j sentative in congress are interested 
in these contracts. 
He d.d not disclose 
these men, hut he indicated tha t he 
hoped 
an 
investigation 
would 
be 
started, and said he would be willing 
to give the inform ation at the proper 
time. 
He charged fu rther that a for­ 
m er senator from K ansas and a former 
senator 
from 
N ebrask a 
have 
been 
work ing to k ill the threatened m eas­ 
ure. 
Mr. Gore went c i to say tha t Law ­ 
yer M cM urray had procured individ­ 
ual contracts—som e 10.000 of them — 
representing more than 20.000 Indians, 
adults and minors. 
These contracts, 
he said, will net a fee of m ore than 
$3,000,000 to the attorneys, which will 
m ean a loss of that am ount to the 
Indians. 
Gore’s charges before the senate 
m ay result in an official investigation. 
Senator Bailey suggested on the floor 
of the senate that Senator Gore owed 
it to him self and to the senate to dis­ 
close the nam e of the m em ber who 
was m entioned in connection with the 
contracts. 
A resolution may be intro­ 
duced calling on the judiciary com m it­ 
tee to investigate the charges and re- 
j 
port to the senate. 
A single objection 
will throw such a motion out for one 
day, which will mean that the subject 
could not be brought up at this session, 
as all arrangem ents have been made 
to adjourn today. 
If no objection is 
m ade such a motion could be carried I 
through, however. 
W hile m em bers of the senate gath- 
ered and discussed the Gore speech, j 
Mr. Gore called a page and, still ap­ 
parently under a considerable strain, | 
walk ed over to the house side of the i 
c&pitol, w here he repeated the story 
of 
what 
had 
occurred 
to 
personal 
friends. 
N early two hours later the 
announcem ent of the house disagree­ 
m ent to the report embodying the In­ 
dian m atter was m ade in,the senate, 
and Mr. Halo moved to re tu rn the bill 
to the conference com m ittee to have 
it perfected. 
This motion prevailed, 
and S enator Gore will have another 
chance to have the am endm ent al­ 
tered. 
Over on the house side of the cap- 
itol there had been a stir following 
G ore’s 
appearance 
there 
and 
the 
spreading of the $50,000 story. 
Repre­ 
sentative M urphy of Missouri, a Repub­ 
lican, took the floor when the confer­ 
ence report cam e up in the house re­ 
ferring to the contracts: 
"In my opin­ 
ion this is one of the biggest steals 
tha t has been attem pted to be put 
through the congress of this country. 
T he gentlem an who has been trying 
to lobby this bill through all year— ” 
•'Who was he ? ” ask ed several voices. 
"M cM urray,” replied Murphy, "and 
he was ably assisted by Cecil Lyon in 
this lobby.” 
Cecil Lyon is Republican national 
com m itteem an from Texas. 
The law firm referred to by Gore is 
Mansfield, 
M cM urray 
& 
Cornish. 
These attorneys, Gore said, had en­ 
tered into contracts with a m ajority of 
the Indians of the two tribes in regard 
to the sale of coal lands. 
These con­ 
tracts, it was said, have to do merely 
with the law firm acting as counsel for 
the Indians in the sale of the lands. 
Senator Gore charges that the law yers’ 
fees w ere at least $3,000,000.

almly till the end. 
“ I ordered the ship to dive with the 
engine ru nning, bu t as 1 fou nd she went 
down too far 1 tried to shu t the valves 
which admit the sea w ater to the ballast 
tu nk, bu t u nexpectedly the chain w ork­ 
ing these valves broke and 1 w as left 
helpless, u nable to control the boat. 
“ Meanwhile the tanks were filled with 
w ater and the boat went down at an 
incline of abou t 25 degrees. 
A fter strik ­ 
ing the bottom the w ater began ru shing 
in; the switchboard wu s immersed in 
w ater; all electric light went ou t; the

filled with poisonou s gases, so th a t we 
experienced 
the greatest 
difficu lty 
in 
breathing. 
“ U nder these condition* we worked 
ou r very u tmost with the hand pu m ps

owing to darku ess. 
No electric cu rrent

and ou r last hope rising to the su rface 
lay in working the hand pu mps only.

“It is with the u tm ost difficu lty that I 
can breathe, thou gh I am su re we mu st 
have blown ou t 
the gasoline entirely 
from the tanks.

1 lie chief point at issue now relates to 
the Foundation d** Coburg, under which 
title the King created a foundation or 
endowment from the revenues derived 
from the crown domain of the Congo 
Free state, 
A domain was set aside by 
the King as his private property (a state 
within ¡i state) and he held himself ab­ 
solved from giving any account of the 
revenues or government of that portion 
of the Congo territory. 
It was his little 
golden egg to be hatched in good time 
for Baroness Vaughan. Though the do­ 
main was suppressed by the transfer of 
the Congo to Belgium, it has been found 
that 
more 
than $2,500,(XX)—some say 
$tJ,<XK),(XM>—filtered from that source into 
the Foundation de Coburg—in plain Eng­ 
lish to the foundation of the baroness. 
Naturally the people of Belgium, or at 
least the King's rightful heirs, have ob­ 
jected and a meeting is projected be­ 
tween the lawyers of all parties con­ 
cerned to clear matters up if possible. 
The World correspondent has authority 
for stating that both the younger prin­ 
cesses, Clementine and Stephanie, have 
signified their willingness to abide by 
the decision of the Belgian government, 
hue not so Louise of Coburg, whose dec­ 
laration the prime minister was afraid to 
read before the Chamber of Deputies 
when challeneged to do so. 
Princess 
Louise is also suing Baroness Vaughan 
for restitution of two villus at Ostend 
which she claims her father built with 
money rightfully hers. 
Hence there is a 
prospect of further scandal attaching to 
the late King’s name as soon as the 
electoral fight is over. The baroness is 
now in Paris, where she intends to re­ 
main for the present. 
It appears that after

roam toward a chorus singer, the daugh­ 
ter of a Brussels jeweler, aud settled 
$200,000 upon the family.

Protestant Seminaries Show 
Enrollments. 
Reports made public from seven of the 
largest of the Protestant theological sem­

The seminaries whose figures are given 
out represent the Methodist, Congrega­ 
tional, Presbyterian, Baptist and Epis­ 
copal bodies.

naries it indicates a total of 2250 men, 
or within about 200 of the number of 
new ministers needed.
